Dear Leon: 


The announcement your sculpture show the American Con- 
temporary Gallery has just reached me. I’m sorry not Los 
Angeles see it. How long has been now since your previous 
exhibit when saw the beginnings your break-through into ab- 
straction? You were experimenting with new medium—plaster 
wire—to accompany concept sculptural form which was new 
you. Those plaster “accretions” raised question: what will you 
with such departure; where will you go? The reproductions 
the brochure provide partial answer. the intervening period 
you have taken stone again. interesting see how you have 
applied your space-form discoveries evolved through the building 
application one material the quite different problem 
cutting another. 

making the translation (and transition) you seem have man- 
aged quite well eliminate the brittle restlessness characteristic 
the plaster, maintaining the quality the stone rather than, 
often done, imposing the nature one material onto the surface 
another. the other hand wondering the use stone has 
not tended act times restraint which has taken you back 
much earlier period (pre-plaster, shall call perhaps 
more orthodox outside influences. Not seeing the exhibit itself, 
merely raising the question. Where you are most successful, seems 
me, when you become most non-objective, such the pieces 
reproduced the cover and title page your booklet and the 
page entitled “space.” 

However, what impresses most, and which far more important 
than what you have far accomplished, the fact that you 
stopped moving; you haven’t stopped searching; you haven’t stopped 
experimenting. all the people who are making art today there 
only handful who are not content repeating their first 
achievement over and over again. Not only does your work place 
you among this small company; you have indicated you are aware 
that this the artist’s function. You speak direction, growth, 
and development—about art, about the artist, and about the ob- 
server. presume you know, however, that the more you value these 
attributes the more you will isolate yourself from “the world art.” 
Maybe never have “career” artist; maybe never 
seen Fifty-Seventh Street; maybe your work will never used 
advertise soft drink brand tobacco! you insist too 
much such things development (which only possible through 
experiment) you'll frighten the buyers and sure irritate 
the critics! 

Don’t misled the “successes” Picasso, for instance. He’s 
one those exceptions that prove the rule. Even those who grudg- 
ingly admit he’s force with which reckoned suspect he’s 
kind charlatan. will not easily forgiven for “never staying 
put.” There’s always the fear that he’s playing tricks; that has 
stability, convictions. Just the other day read piece 
art magazine about collector Nineteenth and early Twentieth 
Century art who can’t “take” Picasso later than his Classical 
period! doubt it’s possible like Picasso looks enough 
like something else with which one familiar, but that’s different 
thing than understanding what Picasso really about. Isn’t sad 
how the revolutionary art the past hundred years—and what 
revolutionary period has been—is bought like antique furniture 
and used for about the same purpose? clever interior decorator 
can find just the right color drapes, just the proper upholstery, 
match the colors Van Gogh, for instance, that one need 
hardly notice that the painting artist who was revolt 
against the world which lived! 

Another thing sure find yourself against you insist 
experimenting the charge that one can understand what 
you are doing. Remember that the minute you leave off making nice 
replicas nice people—or whatever that comfortable and 
familiar (or fashionable)—you are threatening the very foundation 
our culture! You are asking people think for themselves! You 
say: work art never finished.

During 1937 the Carnegie Foundation invited Dr. Gunnar Myrdal. 
young professor the University Sweden, social economist. 
economic adviser the Swedish government, and member the 
Swedish Senate, come the United States for the purpose 
making general study the Negro America. The study had 
been proposed Newton Baker. whose experiences Mayor 
Cleveland and Secretary War, addition his Southern heri- 
tage, had brought him into direct contact with the growing Negro 
population Northern cities well with the problems arising 
out the presence the Negro element our population. 


was decided that study which must once intricate and 
dispassionate could most effectively carried out under the 
direction foreigner, preferably from country which itself 
contains serious race problems. For this reason Dr. Myrdal was 
selected. Associated with him advisers and assistants were 
number American economic and racial experts, Negro, Jewish, 
and white. The three words are themselves definition the 
problem, since—although America contains many localized patterns 
racial and rather vaguer national pattern religious dis- 
crimination—the deepest lines social, economic, moralistic, and 
legal discrimination are drawn between these three groups, which 
the whites form overbearing brute majority, the Jews critical 
and provokingly intelligent minority, often attacking the 
defensive. and the Negroes almost completely helpless, visibly 
marked and segregated, subdued mass. 


The work was interrupted Dr. Myrdal’s return Sweden the 
start the war. During this period several the studies prepared 
his associates were completed and published. Dr. 
turned the United States March 1941 and began the writing 
this book. American Dilemma the latest small shelf 
masterly studies this country which have been written 
foreigners. least the equal dignity, accuracy, breadth 
and pregnancy vision, and personal friendliness the works 
Tocqueville and Lord Bryce. Dr. Myrdal’s summing 
fair measure not only his attitude but his pages: “If this book 
gives more complete record than now available Amer- 
ican shortcomings this field [the Negro problem]. hope, how- 
ever, that also accounts more completely for the mutability 
relations. the hope for great improvement the near future, and, 
particularly, the dominant role ideals the social dynamics 
America. When looking back over the long manuscript, one main 
conclusion this: that not since Reconstruction has there been 
more reason anticipate fundamental changes American race 
relations, changes which will involve development toward the 
American ideals.”

Meeting 
Picasso the street, excitedly asked: the Germans right 
our heels, what are do?” Picasso replied with the cus- 
tomary humor: “Make exhibitions!” 

During the long years the occupation, Picasso, confining himself 
his Paris studio, showed his paintings only closest friends. 
His first public showing after the war came the fall 1944, 
when participated the Exposition Liberation the 
Salon d’Automne. The Salon, following its practice featuring 
artist each year’s exhibit, designated Picasso for this honor, 
entire section was devoted his art. This equivalent huge 
one-man exhibit included paintings and four pieces sculpture 
done between 1937 and 1944 and constituted almost third 
the total number paintings hung. 

The Salon had correctly anticipated that large portion the art 
public should keenly interested seeing the work Picasso had 
done the war years. That some part would consist “Picasso- 
phobes” was inevitable. The public which attended constituted 
those who have gone along with Picasso the long and arduous 
journey his difficult but highly rewarding art; recent converts 
and new companions his newly announced political 
those who follow events out mere curiosity; and finally, noisy 
and demonstrative opposition which the invariable French ac- 
companiment the presentation progressive ideas and activities 
the arts. 

This last group proved more than ordinarily unruly the Salon 
show and the extensive repercussions reached even the lay public. 
Although Picasso has wide following Paris, was almost 
unknown there the man the street. large section the 
American public that has long been aware Picasso and has 
availed itself many opportunities appraise the large and im-

The reactionary group demonstrated agitatedly and derisively 
before Picasso’s paintings the Salon. one occasion they 
attacked the pictures, removing from the walls before the 
guards could intercede. When the disturbance had been put 
down, the canvases, undamaged, were rehung and further 
incidents occurred the Salon. But the younger demonstra- 
tors, mostly students from the Sorbonne, rushed Picasso’s 
studio the Rue des Grands Augustines and, holding protest 
meeting the courtyard, demanded the burning Picasso’s 
work. Few gendarmes were found Paris this time, 
consequently the students were not dispersed. After unsuc- 
cessful attempt break into the premises—the studio the 
upper floor—the trouble-makers moodily departed. 

This hysterical outburst was, the final analysis, the extreme 
reaction the impact the paintings themselves. The inter- 
vening years since Picasso’s last exhibit, filled with the strain 
war, humiliation quick defeat, indignity living under 
alien domination, bitter resentment against collaboration, had 
left their mark. Picasso’s work being, anything, more tor- 
tured, more agonized than ever before, more furiously animal- 
istic, rebellious and violent, was converted into 
object for the release constricting public tensions. 


The frequent showings Picasso’s work, which had some 
degree familiarized the public with the progressive steps his 
always remarkably rapid but always concistent evolution, had 
not taken place during these years. The art public thus found 
itself obliged make too sudden transition, face fait 
accompli overwhelming power. The assault upon the emo- 
tions Picasso’s work the original (markedly more acute 
than reproduction) was too massive borne. Startlingly 
vivid color generally accompanied vigorous and profuse 
brushing paint; or, when monotones are used, these 
the observer with melancholy. There respite from 
the attack upon the emotions and the senses any these 
pictures.

Before the plan was derived, extensive research was 
done precising common dimension, multiples which could 
used throughout the whole building order have the 
minimum waste materials. was decided that cubage 
feet square and feet high was which could made 
adaptable practically all room requirements—for example, 
the garage and storerooms required two units; the kitchen and 
service space one unit; living and dining area four units; the 
master bedroom and bath two units, with smaller bedrooms 
and bath requiring two units. Having established this dimen- 
sion, the problem was arrange these basic units such 
way result practical plan which the same time 
had feeling spaciousness. 

resulting characteristic the window arrangement. Being 
desirous having large window areas, but wishing avoid 
the high cost large plate glass sections, accepted the 
largest stock pane available, which was 5’4” inter- 
spersing these panels glass with panels louvred window 
fitting this dimension and extending from floor 
arrived system which with variation could adapted 
any room the accepted dimension. this particular site, 
where the views the foothills and mountains are dramatic. 
inconceivable not have large openings, and believe 
that obtained them minimum expense with available 
material. satisfying find that, having used this common 
dimension with the continuity openings, have arrived 
solution which seems free from affectation and many the 
cliches associated with the called “modern house.” 

order carry the spirit simplicity farther, the interior 
and exterior walls are the same size panels plywood. 
This simplicity accentuated additionally using the 
ceilings acoustical plaster light gray color. For the floors 
uniform colored asphalt tile laid directly the slab and 
carried throughout the house adds the repose the project. 
From the above understood that the obvious criticism 
could that this house would monotonous both 
and color; however this not true, for must kept mind 
that the picturesque sycamore trees and mountains beyond with 
their varying colors provide constant change and interest. 
addition this, must also remembered that the furnish- 
ings will attractive color and texture. 

For lighting, flush louvred ceiling fixtures will throw light 
the floor, and thereby avoid reflections the many windows. 
Dim floodlights from the roof thrown the picturesque struc- 
ture the sycamore trees will give the effect fusion 
the house itself with the out-of-doors.

contour map showed the slope steeper than the 
estimate had indicated. attempt, therefore, was made incor- 
porate the few changes which the client had requested and evolve 
design which would effect economies taking fuller advantage 
the usable space the lower story which the slope made available. 
Even with these economies, however, the house remained too expensive. 
the third attempt, exchange gains and losses, the house 
evolved satisfaction. Its privacy from 
neighbor was assured screen large-scale louvres which admit 
sun while shutting out view.

Examination wartime building techniques and materials already 
has placed countless new ideas applicable peacetime construction 
before architects and builders. Last month Lincoln Houses Corpora- 
tion’s president, Lincoln, announced that panel made 
paper and aluminum “makes possible livable. attractive home for 
the equivalent year’s salary.” 

The Lincoln panel will available quantity early 1947. will 
sold for use only basic Lincoln House plans: two-bedroom. 
$3500 $4000; three-bedroom, $4500. Later the panels may 
used for many architectural forms. 


The panel filler made heavy paper shaped into cells like those 
folding Christmas bell. This core expanded and impregnated 
with phenolic resin. Then sealed between facing sheets 
aluminum with inserted vapor barrier. Results: light weight 
panels can carry the load capacity one-foot thick brick 
entire structural plastic house weighs one ton compared for 
conventional house equal size; roof panels can withstand uni- 
formly distributed force 125 pounds per square foot; wall 
panels will resist windloads 150 miles hour. Tests have 
shown that moisture collects the panels, eliminating conden- 
sation the interior cells. The material impervious dry rot, 
termites and other destructive factors. 


Wall panels are joined together with metal self-tapping screws. The 
adhesive quality the resin treated filler makes the screws un- 
necessary once the junction has been made. They may removed, 
leaving single unit. Lincoln made radar housings for aircraft 
during the war and developed the paper-aluminum plastic experi- 
menting with materials suitably light and strong for these domes. 


Another minimum house, designed for the General Panel Corpora- 
tion Konrad Wachsmann and Dr. Walter Gropius, goes into mass 
production California next January. The corporation intends 
produce 10,000 the pre-fabricated houses interlocking panels 
during 1947. The former Lockheed aircraft factory was purchased 
from War Assets Administration for manufacture the houses. 
General Panel’s house will sell for $4500. The two-bedroom unit 


comes equipped with bathroom fixtures, 
water heater, and floor furnace. Over all dimensions the house 
are feet feet inches. 


The panels are made frame with plywood skin one 
both sides and inside packing rock wool insulation. Locking de- 
vices are inserted each panel.

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PICASSO 
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may perhaps argued, furthermore, that there was 
appetite the part the public for the mediocre art. Anything 
that unfamiliar, that asks the observer reappraisal values. 
that requires active rather than passive participation, anathema. 
Yet this spiritual laziness often exerts far more energy maintaining 
its defences than would needed investigate the validity new 
ideas art. 


little story illustrating this lethargy furnished Picasso with 
opportunity for one his quick and witty thrusts. conservative 
minded editor, visiting Pierre Loeb’s studio, remarked: 
modern painters too far—they exaggerate too much. Just today 
saw simple outline drawing signed Matisse and for this people 
pay exhorbitant prices. That going too far.” Picasso, who had 
been sitting by, reading, calmly replied that for Matisse achieve 
that single line took fifty years concentrated study and hard work. 
The editor, once sensing his disadvantage, tried retreat 
saying hastily: “Oh, know little about art, peasant.” “Oh,” 
Picasso shot back, “so you’re peasant. Let’s talk your language! 
Have you got eggs? Have you got butter?” 

Among the anti-Picasso demonstrators were also found the 
dissenters who had formed cultural opposition through political 
indoctrination, and beyond these were the ever-present esthetic reac- 
tionaries, those cultural Pharisees who, living solely the past, pass 
judgment upon the new values contemporary art through the 
obsolescence their own viewpoints. Even some the hitherto 
ardent supporters Picasso found this new phase difficult accept 
upon first viewing. 

The general effect this exhibition was hysterical had been 
the New York showing years earlier the cubist pictures 
Picasso, together with other vanguard art, the Armory Show. 
Everyone interested progressive ideas art familiar with the 
inevitable adverse criticism and lack understanding that accom- 
pany the first opening new paths. The attacks upon the impres- 
sionists are familiar part art history, and even further the 
past one finds these manifestations resistance wherever there was 
radical departure from the well-worn, familiar directions. Not 
more than years ago and over 200 years after they were painted. 
Greco’s long neglected pictures met with the following comment 
unknown origin: “Through heavy nightmares seems guide 
his brush, revealing the twisted incubus his heated brain.”! This 
the typical reaction unadaptive persons young old, unable, 
unwilling abandon their visual and emotional conditioning. 
the other hand, augurs well for the vitality and creative progress 
artist, if, after having shaken the core the smug Philistines 
1913 America, can, later phases, arouse reaction late 
1944 France, the birthplace modern art. 


Apart from single examples Picasso’s late work. shown various 
exhibits—in most instances paintings which had donated raise 
money for relief purposes—his first one-man show gallery was 
held Galerie Louis Carre June, 1945.2 Resentment Picasso’s 
political affiliations was expressed some the potential pur- 
chasers—an objection related way art appreciation. 

Late December 1945 exhibition that was prove even greater 
storm center than the Salon Automne show opened the Victoria 
and Albert Museum London. Entitled Picasso-Mattisse, included 
examples Picasso (1939-45) and Matisse (1896-1944), 
and was arranged L’Association Francaise d’Action Artistique 
and the British Council, two official government groups invested with 
the task establishing cultural exchange between France and 
England.

But are ready for comprehensive and 
critical approach the whole problem with the purpose deter- 
mining for potentially wide market (1) the most convenient and 
satisfying forms and (2) the most pleasing and durable materials.
